The last eomnxineeinent at t he 
New .lersoy SMiool for DeafMules 
thill will take place under Ihejiiiid 
ance of Dr. Weston •U>nkins was 
held yesterday afternoon, in th(> 
pie.sence of the lar^jfest f,'atlicring 
that has not yi>l altemled a similar 
event at thai insi itut ion. 

There were six younj; women .•md 
cit^'lit yoiin^' men in the t>raduating' 
class, and dnriii};; the exercises pre- 
paratory to the dislrlbntion of di- 
|ilonias they all jjave evidence of 
the fact Ihal their Irainino had 
been of Ihe best, Kacli had been 
laiiijhl lo read tho motions of llu> 
moulh, and their niin<ls had been 
cullivab-d to such an ext(Mit as to 
completely ajslonish ihe several 
hundred visitors. 

As an exainiih' of lh(> knowledoe 
which they pos.sess H iiumbiM were 
calleil upon to co'>>'' s«* in the andi- 
tot'iuin, and in addilion, Miss h'loi- 
(uice.M. Mellow, tine of the nnnlu- 
jiles, nptin beiiiji told to wiile a few 
S(>nlenees, on the blackboard, spent 
less than live minutes in composin;;

" We are pleased to Hee so many 
people here to-(laj' and we hope 
thai Ihey will be interested in what 
they see. l'',ducalion is a i)ric<>less 
lliiiii> to the deaf, and we thank the 
Slide of N(>w Jersey for itivinj; us 
this .school. Il is the only school of 
its kind in this State, and stnee it 
Wiis opened, in 188H, nearly font 
hundred pupils have been edticated 
hert>; and I think liiat nearly i\ll, 
who have left, have become self- 
supporlinsi' citizens. We only wish 
IIh^ Stiite would extend the term of 
instruction, so that the pupils will 
not hiive to leave so soon." 

II was afterwards explained by 
Dr. Jenkins that ttnly upon a 
special vote of the State Hoard of 
Kd Ileal ion, were any of the scholars 
perinilled to remain at iTte school 
ioiiLier llnin ii period of eijfhl yciirs. 
.\ prayer by the liev. D. H. 
Foster, of the IJethiiny Presbyterian 
Church, opeiKMl the especially pre 
pareil proiirammc, iind then (he 
Principal in a brief intmduelory 
address, told the }iat.herin}>; of the 
details of tli(> work til the inslitii 
lion. He said thjit tln> ma.jorily of 
the jiupils ujion bcf-inniiiii the 
course of study, were entirely deaf, 
and that in nearly every insliinee, ] 
the little oi\es had not received any 
previous instruction. 

The tenth class, ccuisistinjr of six 
boys and jjirls, M under the ape of 
t(>n, gave jin exhibition on bliick- 
boards of the w ritten lessons liiu]u:hl 
evt>ry day \n tho primary dejiarl- 
nu'Ut. Their sentences were well- 
w orded, wcdl conneelod, iind showed 
a clciir underslanding of Ihe ideas 
conveyed to them. The readinji of 
a journal, niven orally by Kuj;ene 
Ihiriicy, find 4 sipn r(>ci till ion, 
"The American Flap," by Miss 
tSrace L. Ap^ar, were exeeplioiiiilly 
clever, and were heart ly approved 
by Ihe iiudiiMice. 

Wiitiny; exei-eises by advanced 
pupils followt>d, durinjr wliii'h one 
of iheyiMinp women wrolt>ii concise, 
as well as etunprehensive, account 
of the Dreyfus ease, demonstrating 
that the scholiirs were thoroufihly 
jiosted on current events. An or;»l 
recitation by W. MeisiuRcr, iUid a 
valedictory by Thomas .\. Tiigj;ini, 
led up to the distribution of eerti- 
llciites and awiirdino; of a prize to 
.\. Piiliincr, who had jrained distinc- 
tion in Ihe deparlnieni for manual 
liaininp. 

Dr. Jenkins infiu'incd those pres- 
ent iliiil the ViiliMliclorian had al- 
rciidy passed the necessary ex- 
aminations pwpnralory to enterintr 



(4all!iudet College for the Deiif in 
WfiMhiiifiton, D. C., and jit this 
Junotufe, introduced Professor 
John P. Wiilker, of Mount Airy, 
Philfiilelphiii, who istosucceeit the 
il((<'lor as principtil of Ihe New 
.rers(>y School for Deaf-Muh-s. The 
professor spoke briefly of the work 
of triiinina: the deaf, and coinpli 
mented the pres^ciil principal, upon 
the resnll of his sixleen years in 
Trent.iui. 

fTpon the coiichisioii of the pro 
firamme iiii adjournment wjis tiH<cn 
to the Manual Tridniiij' buildina, 
where there wi'ie exhibilimis ami 
examples of the praticiil ami in 
diistrial ilevelopment of Ihe «>duc)i- 
tion thai is impai'led to those In llic 
iiislilulion. While this ins])eciion 
W!is lakiiij^ pliice Mjiiiy sincert> rc- 
jrrets were he;ird with refei'«>nee to 
Jenkins' resi}<nalion. The laitei 
Wiis .sought by numerous friends 
and acquaintances, all of whom 
pji id their respects to the reliriiiy 
principal, iind expres.sed .soriiuv ;\l 
his Iciive-lakinji-.

they wiinted the surgeons to attend 
first to thofie who ccnild be saved. 
One of the men was smoking a 
short biiarwood pipe. 

" What !ire you doing, my 
friend V " I iiskeii. 
'"Taking my last smoke," he 
iinsweied, his glfis.sy eyes looking 
steadily at me. Another was read- 
ing a letter. He held it up to his 
fiice, but. 1 could see thiit he was 
not making any headway. His 
eyes wi-re growing dim, and his 
w<>ak, Ircmbling hands folded Ihe 
missiv(> and thrust it into his bnasl 
pocket.

woundeil, The\ seemed lo know 
with unfjiiling ccrljiinly. If the 
wound was slight iind in i» pliu'«' 
w here Ihey could lie it up conven- 
iently, they did .so, iind ihen went 
\uwk to the fighting lines. If it 
was mortal their grave, pjilc faces 
betniyed iheir knowledge. Tli(> 
volunleers were not. .so well posl(>.i. 
but they were jis brave as lions, 
and seldom gsive up unl<>ssseriousl\ 
hurl." _^

The lirst world'.s lair, Uic Ciy,-I;il 
Palace al L<ui<ton, was h«ld in 
IS.M, and though it was a long time 
iigo il is not forgotten, and has not 
been surpassed by the world's fairs 
which hiivo followed. It wjis at 
Hk' Crysliil Piiliu'e thiit I he Anieri- 
I'iin mecdiiinic showed that he siood 
SI eond to nunc in th<' world. Hobbs 
ihallenged Chubbs, and HobKs, the 
Americfiin michanie, carried off the 
first prize a.s ii loekniii4ier. Hobbs 
roprcsenlcil an. American manufiic- 
lurer of iron bank safes. He placed 
his siife on exhibilion iind tied the 
key to the combination lock on the 
outside. Iiuiile llii' safe was placed 
t'->50, or $l,2.nt), iiiKl the free offer 
was made to the meohanies of Ihe 
wot Id thill if they opened the safe 
the money conliiined therein could 
be taken for theii success. The 
siife was never opened At that 
time Chubb was fiimoiis aM over 
Kiigland and Europe as a lockmak- 
er. The biink of F.ngbtnd cndoi-sed 
Chubb and used his locks exclusive 
I.V. Hobbs examined the workniiin- 
ship of the locks iind offered to not 
(Oily Ciller tin' outer iloors of the 
ll'iiikof Knglanil, but to open iilso 
'he seven doors leading to the trea- 
sure safes inside of two hours if 
p(>rmiss!on was given. This was 
too much for the Hritishers to stand 
iind Ihey gave the necessiiry eon- 
sent. 

lloblis nv.i^ on li.iihl two liniirs 
b< fore the lime 1n>r opening the 
doors of the luiHk arrived, and an- 
iinnitceii fillnself n'aily l.o go tO 
work. All ihe Imds he had he ear- 
riod in his vest pocket, consisting 
of aliout twenty picks. He opened 
the fn>nt door in seven minutes 
and entered the bjink triumphant- 
ly. He next approiichiMl the oiilcr 
door ol the lrcasur<> safe. In six 
minutes the door opened, and lie- 
fore one hour had passed, half of 
the lime he asked for, he had his 
Imnds in the treasure of the bank, 
much t<» the amazi^ment of the 
diroctorsof the liiiiik and to the 
intense disgust, of Chubb, iiiul ii 
man of intluence an<l wejilth. He 
took his defeat gamely, however, 
iind soon set to work to impr<ive 
his locks. This lie did l»y taking 
Hobbs into his employ as an ad- 
viser. For the time, however, I 
think the Hank of England put 
.American locks oil Iheir sjifes, for 
every boily recognized the fact that 
Chubb was no more a match for 
Hobbs than Savers was for Heenan.

Tho sli'oe( e;ir strike 
has been on for lhr(>e months. The 
cars run wilh only tlie eondiuMor 
and molornnm us passengers. Woo 
to the piM'son, be he stranger or 
native, who seeks to ride on a ear ; 
eggs of fragriineo, stones, or Ijavr 
ing a clnmco to bo thrown in.to the 
Ohio, is his fate. Kx[iress wagons 
aie run, and the fare is only five 
conis, tho same as the street ear 
company charges. In many stones 
and ri'sidencos there wer<^ placinls 
lip, " I walk," "Wo walk." The 
people have boyeotted the slropt 
ear company till it agre(<s to ])ay its 
employes (M>rtain wages and allows 
a eerlain number of hours for work. 

Later in the day found us out 
near Mount DoChanlal College, at 
the home of Mrs. (loorgi* W. Stcon- 
rod. The place is as allr.'iet.iv«» as 
one confti desire. All around il 
are high hills and the valleys are 
scenes of bo.'iuty. Mrs. Sleenrod 
was enjoying good health, and has 
concluded to pass the summer iit 
home with h<M' daughter, Mrs. Zane. 
In (lie afti'inooii we a((i"ided (In* 
|[rraduatiiig exercises at Ml. Do-

George Dewey was liorii at Moutpelier, 
Vermont, December 26, 1837, His father 
was a pliy.sician. His mother died when 
lie was five years ol<t, so he was left largely 
lo tlie care of liis sistej. As a cliild his 
fevorite sixjil was 'to make lioats, and sail 
tlieni on a little .stream near liishonie. He 
entered llie village sctiool, and later lie 
was placeil in an academy. I'roin liere lie 
was sent to Norwich I'niversity lo prepare 
for West Point. His I'atlier wi.shed him to 
enter tlie army, but llie boy liiiiisetf pre- 
frerred the navy. 

lieorge, in liis early days, was iiol exact- 
ly a good lioy, and lie was often in trouble, 
lint the drill at Norwidi did liini niiu-h 
good. He became a quiet, orderly juning 
fellow, but had liis old liking for a runi 
pus. Hrcaches of discipline at Norwich 
were punisheil by forctMl marches around a 
big elm. wliicli stooil witliin the grounds. 
It is related llial lieoige did his stiare of 
this parading. 

At last his fnllier yielded lo ■ Uie lioy "s 
wisli. He secured an appoinlmeiit for 
tieorge lo tlie Naval Academy. George 
entered the Academy in 1S54, and gradual- 
eii liflli in liis cla.ss in 1858. He was .'it 
once a.ssigned lo the frigate Waliash, of 
the Mcdietrrancan ,si|uadroii. 

W'lien tlie Civil War began, he was cotn- 
missioncil a lieutenant, and as.sigiied to llie 
sloo{\.of war j)/i.ssissi/>/>i. His (irst le.s,s<)n in 
naval warfare was llie dasli past Korts Jack- 
son and St, rhilip, tx'low New Orleans. 
Here tlie A/i.ssissi/>f>l was rammed and di.s- 
ableil. 

II is is relateit that once .\dniiral I-^ir- 
ragnt, while on the .l/issi'sxi'fi/ti, saw Dewey 
diMlge a shot. 

" \Vliy don't you stand linn, Lieu- 
tenant? said he, "Don't you know yon 
can' I jiiinp quick enough?" 

The next iiay the .\dniiral himself dodg- 
ed a shot. The Lieutenant smiled and 
said nothing, but the Admiral had an un- 
easy conscience. He cleared his throat 
once or twice, .shi.sfed his attitude, and 
finally Itlnrted out ; " Why, licntenanl, 
yon can't help il, sir. It's tinman na- 
ture." 

While attached lo tlie Nortli .\llantic 
.squadron. Lieutenant Dewey participated in 
the famous attack on L'ort I'isher, and did 
his full duty. In Marcli, 1865, tie was pro- 
tnoted to the rank of Lientenanl Com- 
mander, and assigiietl to the frigate 
Ctlitiaao. flagsliip of tlic P^iropcan 
sipi.idron. 

Later he was assigned to duty at the 
Kittery Navy Yard, and then to the Naval 
.\cxideniy. in 1S72 he tiecaineConunander, 
and in 1.S8.} was made Captain, and put in 
command of tlie lh>lftlun. In iS8(> he 
became Commoilore, the rank lie held at 
the outl>reak of the trouble witli .Spain. 

During llie summer of KS97 he found his 
health failing, and applied for a command 
at sea, in the hojie tliat a cruise woulil t>e- 
netil him, 

Tliere was tlien a remote jio.ssiliility of a 
war willi Spain. lUit Commodore Dewey 
had no desire of being ^)laccd in command 
of the Asiatic station, tor tic thought that 
if Uic United States liad war witlwSliaiii, 
the .squadron on tlie tiomc station would 
figure mucli tnore conspicuously. But 
when he was as,signcd, he went to Hong 
Kong a,s,. fa.sl as steam could "cany him. 
He raise<t the ttag in the Olymia, Januarv 
V 1.S9.S. His orders were eiltier to capture 
or destroy the S|)anisli Itect under 
Montojo. Tlien Ciimc the battle of Manila 
Bay, and we all know liow well Dewey ditl 
his work and bei-Sme .\dmiral. 

Those wlio have .sailed under him say he 
is one of his kindest ofticers that over com 
mandcil a .slii|). They .speak of his teiuWr^ 
ness of lieart, of his rctuctance to punisli 
petty olTenders. .\t the same time he 
niaintaiiis alisolnte discipline, and lo 
.serious offenders he is a terror. Thus we 
see tlial real courage goes with a tender 
tieart.
